Ball (who married Miss Channing, of Boston), under 
the following circumstances : 

“My uncle was intimate with Allston, and visited 
his studio frequently. On one accasion he had been 
reading Mrs. Radcliffe’s novel of ‘The Italian.’ and 
the scene from which the picture is taken struck him 
as being a fine one for an artist, and he read it to All- 
ston, at the same time offering him any amount he 
might name for a painting of the scene. Allston being 
also pleased with the force of the scene, agreed to his 
offer and painted the picture.
